M ayor Hugh J. Addonizio. who is running for 
reelection, estim ates that Newark is 40 to 45 
per cent Negro. Negroes com prised 42 per cent

WHAT HAPPENS IN Newark could well set 
a pattern for other cities. Negroes in 1960 m ade 
up m ore than 20 per cent of the central cities 
of the 24 m etropolitan areas having a million 
or m ore residents. The other cities were At­ 
lanta. 38 per cent Negro. Baltimore. 35; Chica­ 
go. 24; Cincinnati. 22; Cleveland, 29; Detroit, 
29; Houston, 23; Philadelphia.

Pe Gaulle's Stand Jolts Allies 


The biggest victory the Soviet Union has won 
in the “ cold w ar” has just been m ade possible 
by President de Gaulle of France with the an­ 
nouncement which m eans, in effect, that the 
entire plan for the defense of 
Western Europe by the United 
States and its allies now m ust 
be discarded. It could conceiv­ 
ably forecast a victory, too.! 
for tile aggressors someday in 
a ‘hot w ar” in which nuclear 
weapons are not used but land 
arm ies 
once 
more 
overrun 
W estern Europe 
The French governm ent's o r­ 
der declaring that the United David Lawrence 
States and its allies will not he perm itted here­ 
after to count on a continuing right to fly m ili­ 
tary planes over French territory will certainly 
disrupt existing plans for the detense of the 
Continent 


Strangely enough, although Gen 
De Gaulle 
has violated the North Atlantic Treaty, no word 
of disapproval on that point has been uttered ai 
Washington 
Yet the treaty carries an explicit 
agreem ent that the United States shall come in­ 
stantly to the defense of France if the latter 
is attacked With no Am erican troops in F rance 
and an inability to rely on the French arm y 
or navv or air force in any integrated plan for 
the defense of Europe, retaliatory action can ­ 
not be effectively carried out at once against 
an aggressor, 
as 
was 
contem plated 
by 
the 
original treaty. 


GEN. De GAULLE is planning to visit Mos­ 
cow June 20. He has served notice already that 
he will not allow NATO forces to use any m ili­ 
tary bases in France This undoubtedly was re 
reived with rejoicing inside the Kremlin, for it 
clearly m eans that the entire concept of Allied 
defense in Europe no longer is suitable 


Not only is it im practicable from a strategic, 
tactical or logistic point of view to count on 
French aid now. but doubts are raised also as 
to whether missiles fired from Polaris subm a­ 
rines along the coast would be regarded as 
breaking the rule if they pass over French ter­ 
ritory to reach an enemy destination beyond 
There s some question, too. as to w hether 
A m erican naval vessels are ever going to he 
able to use French ports. Incidentally, i* has 
just been nanounced that a Soviet w arship h a ' 
been invited by President De Gaulle to pay an 
unprecedented visit to a NATO port in France, 
May 29 
Without a network of land bases and with 
naval operations along the seacoast inhibited, 
the NATO apparatus for comm unication which 
must he m aintained through radar and other 
methods is paralyzed by the latest French pro­ 
hibition 


ORIGINALLY THE UNITED STATES enterert 
Into the NATO pact in order to serve notice 
that it would not wait a year or two before 
deciding whether to come to the aid of Europe, 
but would instantly respond whenever an a t­ 
tack occurred With France virtually pulling out 
of 
NATO, 
the 
whole 
strategic 
situation 
is 
changed 
Up to now. a cautious policy has been pur­ 
sued in the United States .Such expressions of 
disapproval as have been 
made 
have 
come 
from minor officials. The United States has not. 
outwardly at least, expressed its dism ay that 
France would violate the spirit, if not the letter. 
of the NATO T reaty and join, in effect, with 
the Communist nations instead of with those 
countries of the free world which have twice 
befriended France and saved that republic from 
complete destruction 
Gen de G aulle's policy has not been form u­ 
lated suddenly 
Ever since 1959 he has been 
hinting at a gradual w ithdraw al from the W est­ 
ern Alliance The assum ption has been that he

HE NOW IS COMING CLOSE to a break up. 
and the realistic fact is that the United States 
m ust undergo what has often been called an 
' agonizing reappraisal ’’ It must decide whether 
Europe can best be defended by assisting West 
Germ any to become a greater military power 
or w hether America should abstain and let E u­ 
rope run the risk of being overrun someday by 
the Communists 
Am erican business and economic attains are 
so closely intertwined with Europe's that there 
is a natural hesitation to cause any schism s

U S T Y B E D S P R IN G S , Junked cars. boxes bulg­ 
ing w ith trash, paper and cellophane wrappers 
scattered along sidewalks, bottles and crumpled 
beer cans, weeds, rags . . . 


A ll the debris of a careless civilization is heap­ 
ed in offensive eyesores at many sites across the 
Tri-State District. 


Construction of new highways and redevelop­ 
ment of such areas as E. 3rd St. have helped elim­ 
inate many of the decrepit buildings which marred 
the city’s appearance in past years. 


And the growing trend of the homeowner and 
business operator to modernize and improve his 


properties has added to the betterment of the down­ 
town sections and residential areas of most of our 
communities. 


But there still remain too many locations where dilapidated 
structures are health and safety menaces, where rubbish is 
permitted to gather in unsightly piles, where weeds grown 
uncontrolled, where store fronts have fallen in squalid disre­ 
pair, where unpainted shacks have blotted an otherwise 
pleasant neighborhood. 


In East Liverpool. Wellsville, Midland. Chester and every 
town and village in the district and in the suburban areas and 
farm lands there are these blighted sores of neglect, just as 
they are in every state across the nation. 


MAY IS THE annual season of clean-up. fix up, paint-up, the 
period of early spring when the hopes of civic leaders. Cham­ 
bers of Commerce and municipal officials rise in anticipa 
lion of making a grassy, spotless, newlycolored community 
where government employe, private citizen, merchant and 
industrialist accept the challenge of the season. 


Unfortunately, the annual clean-up too often becomes a 
mere brushing off of the dirt, a lax shifting of the debris from 
one hole to another, waiting for the lush greenery of summer 
to hide all. 


However, there is indication that a sensitivity to this need­ 
less violation of nature and beauty is growing in our area. 


The East Liverpool Chamber of Commerce has launched not 
only a May Clean Up Drive, but is aiming at a consistent pro­ 
gram of encouraging improvement and neatness all year 
long. ‘ Yellow Letters” are being sent to owners of property 
which is substandard in appearance or safety. 


The city planning commission is studying a neighborhood 
beautification plan, such as that of the Sunnyside group 
which has organized to improve its district. The Columbiana 
County Commissioners are enforcing dumping regulations, 
and have spurred the clean up of one village. 


Council is considering ordinances concerning junked autos 
and sidewalk maintenance. A number of other municipalities 
and townships are reviewing controls on rubbish and trash. 


THE C LIT T ER .WD MESS of urban and suburban areas 
is a part of the complex problems of modern living which 
range from juvenile delinquency, water and air pollution, 
traffic congestion, the out-of-city flight of population, school 
financing and other matters which face l%f» citizens. 


The solution lies in part with the individual and in part 
with the governmental agencies which have responsibility for 
planning, providing services and enforcing the laws 


Jf each individual insures that his own home, his own job 


environment, his own neighborhood is kept clean and orderly. 
the first step has been taken toward the beautification of 
America which not only the Johnson's of Washington. D. C., 
hope comes to pass. 


lf the city, township and county governments meet their 
responsibilities in the related areas of service and enforce­ 
ment , the second step has been taken. 


IE THE BUSINESSES, industries and civic and social 
groups which have similar responsibilities for property main­ 
tenance and encouraging improved community appearance 
take action, the final step would have been accomplished 


The Review displays some of the trash-strewn roadsides, 
street scenes and so-called ‘‘public nuisances,” as termed by 
city offic ials, which exist in this district in the hope these con­ 
ditions and others like them will be corrected 


We intend to show with photographs examples of careless­ 
ness and neglect in later editions, because we feel the effort* 
for renewal, industrial development, modernization and beau­ 
tification should not be1 hampered by eyesores and health and 
safety menac es. 


The Review urges a cooperative, concentrated c ampaign 
to stamp out ugliness.

sured clear distance, then the 
driver cannot stop and is not 
expected to. 
If, for example, a person 
can see 80 feet ahead and is 
driving lawfully at a speed 
which allows him to stop with­ 
in 80 feet, he is not in violation 
of the 
law 
if a 
pe r son 
suddenly jumps out in the road 
ahead of him and less than 80 
feet from him. 
In no circumstance can a 
person see something on the 
road ahead of him and just 
run into it because it should 
not be there He must stop if 
the road is blocked, and he 
must watch where he is going 
and drive slowly enough thai

M C IN T Y R E , the country boy from G a lli­ 
polis w ho w orked b rie fly for the old East L iv ­ 
erpool M orning T ribune before going on to fam e 
and fortune as a syndicated N e w Yo rk colum nist, 
won a prom inent place in the new book. “ The Big 
Spenders.” a story of the legendary rich by the 
late Lu ciu s Beebe 
As a yo u th fu l reporter, Beebe struck up an ac­ 
quaintance w ith M cIn ty re in N ew Yo rk 
B y that 
time, the once im pecunious, tattered reporter from 
G allip o lis and East Liverp o o l earned over $5,000 
a week from his colum n. "N ew Y o rk D ay by D ay.” 
w hich was published in more than 500 newspapers. 
In his book, published at $B 05 by Doubleday, 
Beebe tells of accom panying M c In ty re on a shop­ 
ping expedition in w hich he estim ated the colum n­ 
ist spent a m inim um of $10,000. 
it was a half century or more ago thai McIntyre worked 
briefly in East Liverpool for Jere Simms, editor and publish­

buses—they are all run by burning gasoline, a product of 
petroleum Planes .streak through the sky by benefit of petrol­ 
eum. motor craft use it. a great many houses are heated 
by it.

With all this enormous consumption, however, (he experts 
say we are in no danger of using up the petroleum which lies 
underground As you can see in the picture, the U S A is most 
fortunate in having enormous underground oil deposits.
